Has Provided 3,000 Nesting B oxes on 
His Estate. 


At least one man with a big estate 
has made use of it to help birds to live 
there instead of turning it into a sort 
of open air slaughterhouse 
H e 1- Baron von Berlepsch and his 
estate in Thuringia is a bird sanctuary. 
According to a writer in the Pall Mall 
Magazine, he has planted trees and 
bushes favorable to the birds lie wants 
kn cultivate and has supplied 3,000 
ties'mg boxes in addition.

Governor H arris sent a spe­ 
cial message to the legislature recom­ 
mending a thorough investigation but 
asking, in a spirit of fairness, 
that 
there be equal representation on the 
committee by the two parties.

strict party vote the Democrats elect­ 
ed to do all the probing. 
They con­ 
sented, however, to the presence of 
one Republican on the committee with 
Senators Howe and Drake.

" ‘It was necessary to examine and 
tabulate each certificate of deposit in 
order to determine the amount on de­ 
posit in the Inactive depositories, the 
detail of which aggregated $3,702,000. 
“ ‘W e examined the statements sub­ 
mitted by the 
active 
depositories 
finding the balances to he $444.060, 
which agreed with the cashier’s rec­ 
ord. 
All 
securities filed with the 
treasurer for the purpose of protect 
ing the state against loss from 
the 
funds placed with 
the 
depositories 
were examined. 
This examination re­ 
vealed the fact that securities cover­ 
ing the inactive d«lpositoriea consisted 
of surety 
company 
bonds 
to 
the 
amount of $:!,898.000, and municipal 
find county bonds to the amount of 
$1.855,708.20, aggregating $5,752.708.20, 
an excess over deposits of $51,708 20.’
